DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nishibe 
et al (US 5.120,945). 

As per claim 1 , 

A household account book management apparatus 
comprising: 

-an input unit for inputting account data;/ abstract; fig 5(10); col 2, L 3-16 
-a data reading device for reading out account 
data stored in an IC card;/ abstract; fig 5, 6; col 2, L 17-22 
-a display device which displays the account data as a household account 
book; /fig 8 

-a memory unit which stores the account data for 
displaying the same on said display device; and/ fig 6 

-a processing unit which modifies the account data inputted from said input unit 
and the account data read out from said data reading device into a 
predetermined data format and stores the same in said memory unit./ fig 5, 6; col 2, L 
61-69; col 4. L 29-34 
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As per claim 2, 

A household account book management apparatus according to claim 1 , characterized 
in that said data reading device also reads data recorded in a prepaid card, and said 
processing unit converts the data read out from the prepaid card into predetermined 
data fomiat and stores the same in said memory unit./ fig 5, 6; col 7, L 17-25 
As per claim 3, 

A household account book management apparatus comprising an input unit which 
inputs account data, a processing unit which processes the inputted account 
data, a memory unit which stores the processed result performed by said processing 
unit and a display unit which displays the account data stored in said memory unit as a 
household account book, wherein said processing unit Includes an overlap judgment 
unit which judges an overlap between the account data inputted from said input unit and 
the account data entered in said memory unit as the household account book and 
stores the account data into said memory unit based on the result of the overlap 
judgment./ fig 5, 6; col 5, L 34-43; col 7, L 1 7-25 
As per claim 4, 

A household account book management apparatus according to claim 3, wherein said 
processing unit includes a data analysis unit which converts the inputted account data 
into predetermined format forjudging an overlap between the inputted account data and 
the account data stored in said memory unit as the household account book. / fig 5, 6, 
1 1 , 16; col 5, L 34-43; col 7, L 1 7-25 
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As per claim 5, 

A household account book management apparatus 

according to claim 4, said memory unit stores a rule for converting the account 
data into the predetermined format, and said data analysis unit converts the account 
data into the predetermined format based on the rule stored in said 
memory unit./ fig 6,13-18 
As per claim 6, 

A household account book management apparatus 

according to claim 5, wherein said processing unit includes a check unit which displays 
the converted account data on said display unit for verifying the account data converted 
by said data analysis unit into the predetermined format./fig 2, 5, 7A,B 
As per claim 7, 

A household account book management system in which a terminal of a financial 
institute, a terminal provided for a shop and a home use terminal provided 
for a home are connected via a network, characterized in that said home use terminal 
includes a control unit which receives account data from the terminal of the financial 
institute and a memory unit which stores the account data as a household account 
book, and judges an overlap between the account data inputted from said control unit 
and the account data stored in said memory unit and stores the inputted account data in 
said memory unit based on the judgment result./ fig 2, 5, 7A,B; col 4, L 51-65

management apparatus which displays account data inputted via the network as a 
household account book, wherein said household account book management apparatus 
account data dealt in connection with the data displayed as a household 
account book from another terminal connected to the network and displays the data 
inputted from the other terminal as account data dealt in connection with the data./ 
abstract; fig 2, 5.
